DETAILED ACTION 

Title 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: Elongated Illumination Device with Support 
Bracket. 

Abstract 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 
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2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it include phrases which 
can be implied. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 , 5-8, 10-14, 18, 19 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Dealey et al. (U.S. Pat. 5,678,914). 

Dealey et al. discloses an illumination device having: 

an elongated member having a cavity, Figure 3, reference 
number 96; 

en elongated light source for being received in the cavity, 
Figure 3, reference number 38A; 

the cavity being at least partially defined by a material that is 
at least partially transparent, column 4, lines 39-41; 
the elongated member having two legs adapted to secure the 
elongated member to a substrate, Figure 3, reference numbers 
100 and 102; 
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the legs having a tooth extending laterally away from the leg, 
threaded fastener shown in Figure 3; 
the legs extending continuously along the length of the 
member, column 4, lines 56-58; 

the legs being spaced along the length of the member, Figure 

3, reference numbers 100 and 102; 

the elongated light source being a linear emitting fiber, column 

4, lines 11-15; and 

the elongated member being made of a elastomeric material, 
inherent, as evidenced in column 4, lines 46-49. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Dealey et al. (U.S. Pat. 5,678,914) in view of Dealey, Jr. et al. (U.S. Pat. 6,152,586). 

Dealey et al. discloses an illumination device having: 

an elongated member having a cavity, Figure 3, reference 

number 96;

the cavity being at least partially defined by a material that is 
at least partially transparent, column 4, lines 39-41; 
the elongated member having two legs adapted to secure the 
elongated member to a substrate, Figure 3, reference numbers 
100 and 102; 

the legs having a tooth extending laterally away from the leg, 
threaded fastener shown in Figure 3; 
the legs extending continuously along the length of the 
member, column 4, lines 56-58; 

the legs being spaced along the length of the member, Figure 

3, reference numbers 100 and 102; 

the elongated light source being a linear emitting fiber, column 

4, lines 11-15; and 

the elongated member being made of a elastomeric material, 

inherent, as evidenced in column 4, lines 46-49. 
Dealey et al. discloses all the limitations of the claims, except a removable 
portion, such removable portion being made of a material which is less elastomeric than 
the material of the elongated member, and such removable portion being for selectively 
removing it from the elongated member. 
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Dealey, Jr. et al. discloses an illumination device having an elongated member 
for receiving an elongated light source, such elongated member including a tubular pin 
150 (Figure 5) for aligning consecutive members. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
claimed invention was made to include the cylindrical pin of Dealey, Jr. et al. in the 
device of Dealey et al. to provide for an easy way to align consecutive members, as 
disclosed by Dealey, Jr. et al. 



5. Claims 9 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dealey et al. (U.S. Pat 5,678,914). 

Dealey et al. discloses an illumination device having: 

an elongated member having a cavity, Figure 3, reference 
number 96; 

en elongated light source for being received in the cavity, 
Figure 3, reference number 38A; 

the cavity being at least partially defined by a material that is 
at least partially transparent, column 4, lines 39-41 ; 
the elongated member having two legs adapted to secure the 
elongated member to a substrate, Figure 3, reference numbers 
100 and 102; 

th legs having a tooth extending laterally away from the leg, 
threaded fastener shown in Figure 3; 
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the legs extending continuously along the length of the 
member, column 4, iines 56-58; 

the legs being spaced along the length of the member, Figure 

3, reference numbers 100 and 102; 

the elongated light source being a linear emitting fiber, column 

4, lines 11-15; and 

the elongated member being made of a elastomeric material, 
inherent, as evidenced in column 4, lines 46-49. 

Dealey et al. discloses all the limitations of the claims, except the elongated light 
source being an electroluminescent wire (ELEW). 

The examiner takes Official Notice that the use of ELEW is old and well known in 
the illumination art. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to substitute an ELEW for the light source in the system of 
Dealey et al.. One would have been motivated since ELEW are recognized in the 
illumination art to have many desirable advantages, including high efficiency, low power 
consumption, long life, resistance to vibrations, and low heat production, over other light 
sources. 



Relevant Prior Art 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Millar (U.S. Pat. 1,729,274), Arenberg etal. (U.S. Pat. 2,587,807), Johnson et 
al. (U.S. Pat. 4,947,293) and Bayersdorfer (U.S. Pat. 6,450,678) disclose elongated 
illumination devices having elongated members for receiving elongated light sources. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Applicant teaches an elongated illumination device having an elongated member 
for receiving an elongated light source. The elongated member includes a cavity where 
the light source is disposed after passing through a slit formed on the elongated 
member. The elongated member includes a first partially transparent material and a 
second substantially non-transparent material. 

No prior art was found teaching individually, or suggesting in combination, all of 
the features of the applicants' invention, specifically the elongated member including a 
partially transparent material and a substantially non-transparent material.
